
Assault weapons ban is shot down 


Gun debate won’t include controversial proposal

WASHINGTON- All but end¬ 
ing chances for an assault 
weapons ban, Democratic 
leaders said Tuesday the 
firearms legislation the 
Senate will debate next 
month won’t include the 


provision that gun-control 
advocates pressed for af¬ 
ter an assault-type weapon 
was used in the Newtown 
school shootings in De¬ 
cember. 

Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., said he want¬ 
ed to bring a gun bill to the 
full Senate that would have 


enough support to over¬ 
come any GOP attempts to 
prevent debate from even 
starting. He expressed 
concern that including the 
assault weapons provision 
might effectively block 
passage of any bill at all. 

Instead, the sponsor of 
the provision, Sen. Dianne 


Feinstein of California, 
said she will offer her ban 
on the military-style fire¬ 
arms as an amendment. 
But Feinstein is all but cer¬ 
tain to need 60 votes from 
the 100-member Senate to 
prevail, and she faces solid 
Republican opposition as 
well as likely defections 
from some Democrats. 

“I very much regret it,” 
Feinstein, D-Calif., told 


reporters of Reid’s deci¬ 
sion. “I tried my best.” 

Reid said that “using the 
most optimistic numbers,” 
there were less than 40 
votes for Feinstein’s ban. 
That is far less than the 60 
needed to begin consider¬ 
ing legislation. 

“I’m not going to try 
to put something on the 
floor that won’t succeed. I 
want something that will 


succeed. I think the worst 
of all worlds would be to 
bring to something to the 
floor and it dies there,” 
Reid said. 

Feinstein, an author of 
the 1994 assault weapons 
ban that expired after a 
decade, said that Reid 
told her of the decision on 
Monday.

Courthouse office 
getting renovated 

■ Current design ‘not practical’

Henderson County At¬ 
torney Steve Gold got ap¬ 
proval Tuesday to forge 
ahead on a major remod¬ 
eling of his office in the 
Henderson County Court¬ 
house. 

“We need to get the ball 
rolling,” said Judge-exec¬ 
utive Hugh McCormick, 
saying the current office 
layout “is not safe for his 
office. 

“At one time we talk¬ 
ed about some things 
we thought we could do 
ourselves, but this job is 
going to be much bigger 
than that. It’ll probably be 
a project we’ll have to go 
out to bid on.” 

Henderson Fiscal 
Court unanimously ap¬ 
proved Gold proceeding 
with his renovation plans. 
His office is currently a 


conglomeration of sever¬ 
al offices, a stairway and 
a hallway. Back in 2002 
when fiscal court moved to 
the third floor, the corridor 
was closed off, giving the 
county attorney all of the 
office space formerly used 
by the judge-executive, 
county attorney and fiscal 
court meeting room. 

The amount of space 
is adequate, he said, but 
“what we’re trying to do 
is be a little smarter about 
the use of that space. 

“We have lots of little 
offices — some glorified 
closets — that we have 
people stuck into,” Gold 
said. “We have one room 
with seven doors. It is not 
practical.” 

The old fiscal court 
meeting room is currently 
the conference room, but 
it doesn’t meet the need, 
Gold said. His office has

■ Native American legacy 
comes to local schools

Dancing tells the story 
in Native American cul¬ 
ture. 

Crouched down low to 
the ground, his hand held 
high while shaking a rattle, 
Charles Robinson danced 
around Niagara Elementa¬ 
ry’s library Tuesday after¬ 
noon before an audience 
of enthralled fifth-graders. 

“We would tell the story 
of our hunt through danc¬ 
ing,” he explained as he 
danced out the tale. 

Robinson is a member 
of the Choctaw Nation 
of Oklahoma. He is also 
known as Atsiniki, which 
means storyteller. 

It’s a good name for a 
man who travels across the 


United States and Canada 
to share Native American 
culture with schoolchil¬ 
dren. This is Robinson’s 
third stop in Henderson, 
all at the request of the 
Ohio Valley Art League. 

The group has invited 
Native American present¬ 
ers to put on a program 
at each of the elementary 
schools for 15 years. The 
annual program started in 
response to the aftermath 
of what happened at Slack 
Farm in Union County, 
where looters destroyed 
Native American artifacts 
and desecrated graves in 
1987. 

“We thought it was im¬ 
portant to share the Native 
American culture with 
schoolchildren,” said Jule

Fiscal court OKs land 
purchase for fire barn

Henderson Fiscal Court 
agreed Tuesday to spend 
$25,000 on land in Smith 
Mills where a new fire 
barn will be built. 

The 1.9 acre parcel is 
located at 6027 Kentucky 
136-West and is currently 
owned by Josh and Jessica 
Walters. 

“It might sound a little 
high at first, but this is 
shovel-ready,” said Mag¬ 
istrate Charles Alexander, 
whose district encompass¬ 
es Smith Mills. “There’s no 
dirt work to be done and 
there’s a fire hydrant in 
front of it. We felt this was 
the ideal place.” 

Judge-executive Hugh 


McCormick said the coun¬ 
ty looked at all the volun¬ 
teer fire departments in 
the county and “the Smith 
Mills Fire Department was 
definitely the one that was 
in the most need.” 

The purchase is con¬ 
tingent upon a clean title 
opinion. 

The court also approved 
an agreement with the 
Farmers’ Market Inc. that 
gives that non-profit a non¬ 
exclusive lease on the new 
facility at the fairgrounds 
for 20 years. 

The pavilion is essen¬ 
tially completed, and pro¬ 
vides drive-through stalls 
so vendors can sell pro¬ 
duce off the backs of their 
trucks. It does not contain

State law ambiguous on residency requirements

FRANKFORT -Talk of Ten¬ 
nessee resident Ashley 
Judd running for U.S. Sen¬ 
ate in Kentucky has turned 
up ambiguity in state resi¬ 
dency requirements that a 
legislative leader says need 
to be cleared up. 

The U.S. Constitution 
requires only that Senate 
candidates be residents 
of the state they would 
represent “when elected.” 
But Kentucky election law 
raises questions about 
whether candidates can 
have their names placed 
on ballots if they’re not 
registered to vote in the 
state. That could be key, 
considering only legal resi¬ 
dents can be registered to 
vote. 

Judd, a former Kentucky 
resident now living outside 
of Nashville, is consider¬ 
ing seeking the Democrat¬ 
ic nomination in Kentucky 
to run against Republican 
U.S. Sen. Mitch McConnell 
next year. 

State Senate Floor 
Leader Damon Thayer, 


R-Georgetown, said he’s 
unaware of residency be¬ 
ing an issue in the past in 
a U.S. Senate race in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

“That’s something that 
we ought to look at so 
someone can’t live in say, 
oh, Tennessee and then 
just move here the day be¬ 
fore the election to qualify 
under a vague residency 
law,” Thayer said Tuesday. 

University of Kentucky 
law professor Joshua A. 
Douglas said, constitution¬ 
ally, Judd clearly doesn’t 
have to live in Kentucky 
until she’s elected. But 
Douglas said a legal argu¬ 
ment could be made that, 
under state law, Judd has to 
be a resident by Dec. 31 to 
run in next year’s Demo¬ 
cratic primary. 

“If she’s going to run for 
the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion here, then she’s cer¬ 
tainly going to get her resi¬ 
dency and register to vote 
before this date,” Douglas 
said. “I’d be shocked if she 
didn’t.” 

Lynn Sowards Zel- 
len, spokeswoman for 


Secretary of State Ali¬ 
son Lundergan Grimes, 
said the residency issue 
wouldn’t be decided by her 
office if it were challenged. 

Grimes also is consid¬ 
ered a potential challenger 
to McConnell, although, 
like Judd, she has acknowl¬ 
edged only that she’s being 
encouraged to run. 

Judd has been largely 
mum about her intentions. 


As a potential candidate, 
she met privately with 
about 50 people last month 
in Louisville for a listening 
session to hear their con¬ 
cerns. She also has talked 
with Democratic leaders, 
including Gov. Steve Bes- 
hear, about the race. 

Defeating McConnell 
would be the Democrats’ 
biggest prize of the 2014 
election.

ST. LOUIS - Protesters have again 
marched in St. Louis over plans to 
take away health care and pension 
benefits for retired coal miners. 

Patriot Coal Corp. filed for bank¬ 
ruptcy in July and said last week 


it wants to modify its collective 
bargaining agreement and create 
a trust fund for retiree health care 
benefits. Patriot says the move is 
needed to save 4,000 existing jobs. 

Patriot was spun off from Peabody 
Energy in 2007. 

On Tuesday, about 2,000 people 


marched from Peabody’s St. Louis 
office to U.S. Bankruptcy Court. 
Twelve protesters were arrested for 
sitting in the street in front of the 
federal courthouse. 

Union leaders say Peabody set up 
Patriot simply to end benefit obliga¬ 
tions to union retirees.

HMP&L. Crews checked 
it out and determined it 
was an internal problem 
for the school. 

Maintenance and staff at 
the high school and crews 
with the city of Hender¬ 
son were working to cor¬ 
rect the problem as of late 
Tuesday afternoon, Craf¬ 
ton said. The high school 
had a normal dismissal, 
though the lack of lights 
led administrators to can¬ 
cel after school interses¬ 
sions and indoor athletic 
programs for the day. 

Assistant Superinten¬ 
dent Marganna Stanley 
issued a OneCall to par¬ 
ents a little after 3 p.m. to 
inform everyone about the 
power outage.

■ Republican pleas 
for conservatives 
to get involved

WASHINGTON — Tea party fa¬ 
vorite Sen. Rand Paul said Tuesday 
that the nation’s illegal immigrants 
should be able to become citizen 
eventually, but amid a furor from 
conservative activists on the explo¬ 
sive issue he quickly sought to make 
clear that, while they would not be 
sent home, they couldn’t get in line 
in front of anyone else. 

What he doesn’t support, the Ken¬ 
tucky Republican said, is amnesty 
or a new pathway to citizenship for 
the estimated 11 million illegal im¬ 
migrants already in the country. 

He said he simply believes they 
should be able to stay in the coun¬ 
try on what he called probationary 
status. 

“You get in the normal line to citi¬ 
zenship that’s already available, so 


it’s not a new pathway, it’s an existing 
pathway,” Paul told reporters. 

The dust-up underscored how 
semantics matter in the volatile de¬ 
bate over immigration, especially 
for a conservative who may seek 
the presidency in 2016. Twitter us¬ 
ers were already dubbing Paul’s 
stance “Randmesty,” while an anti¬ 
immigration group, NumbersUSA, 
deemed his proposal “radical” and 
predicted that Kentucky residents 
would be “disappointed and maybe 
even shocked.” 

Paul himself ended up telling 
reporters on a conference call that 
both the terms “amnesty” and “path 
to citizenship” were better avoided 
because they just cloud the debate 
and prevent immigration reform 
from happening. 

“We’re trapped if we get lost in 
those terms,” he said. 

Earlier in the day, in a speech to 
the U.S. Hispanic Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Paul issued an appeal to con¬ 
servatives to get involved in the im¬ 
migration debate and warned that 
the GOP risks “permanent minority 
status” if it doesn’t win over more 
Hispanics. 


“Let’s start that conversation 
by acknowledging we aren’t going 
to deport” the millions already in 
the country, Paul said. “Prudence, 
compassion and thrift all point us 
toward the same goal: bringing these 
workers out of the shadows and into 
becoming and being taxpaying mem¬ 
bers of society.” 

“Immigration reform will not oc¬ 
cur until conservative Republicans, 
like myself, become part of the solu¬ 
tion. I am here today to begin that 
conversation,” he said. 

Paul spoke a day after a Repub¬ 
lican National Committee report 
called on the GOP to support com¬ 
prehensive immigration reform, 
though without specifying whether 
it should include a pathway to citi¬ 
zenship. 

And like Paul’s remarks, the 
RNC’s new stance after significant 
election losses last fall also was 
questioned by conservative activists. 

A bipartisan group of eight sena¬ 
tors struggling with the same issues 
has made it clear its legislative pack¬ 
age will include a path to citizenship 
for illegal immigrants. Their effort 
could get a boost from Paul’s stance. 


New Tennessee River bridge opening delayed

The new U.S. 60 bridge over the Tennessee River just east of Paducah is expected to be open 
in July. That’s not as soon as state officials had hoped, but would still be one year ahead of 
schedule. The existing, 82-year-old bridge has been reduced to a three-ton weight limit for 
safety reasons. 


The new U.S. 60 bridge 
being constructed over the 
Tennessee River just east 
of Paducah is expected to 
open for traffic by mid¬ 
summer, the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet 
reported Monday. 

The state had hoped to 
have it open as early as 
May or June — some 14 
months ahead of schedule 
— to help alleviate traf¬ 
fic restrictions caused by 
a three-ton load limit on 
the existing 82-year-old 
bridge. 

The cabinet had negoti¬ 
ated an incentive package 
with the contractor, Kay & 
Kay/Haydon Brothers, that 
would have been worth up 
to $3.8 million if the new 
bridge were open to two- 
way traffic by this May. 

Starting May 1, the state 
will deduct $19,000 per 
day from the incentive 
fund until two-lane traf¬ 
fic is established. If traf¬ 
fic is not running on the 
new bridge by Sept. 1, the 
contractor will not receive 


incentive money. 

While work is ahead 
of schedule on the ap¬ 
proach spans, progress on 
the main truss has been 


slowed by weather and de¬ 
lays in shipments of steel 
from mills and fabricators 
in Minnesota and Wiscon¬ 
sin. 


Even if the bridge isn’t 
open until July, that will 
be one year ahead of the 
original timetable, accord¬ 
ing to the cabinet.

DUI case highlights limits of police lab

LOUISVILLE - The Jefferson County 
Attorney’s Office says a judge’s deci¬ 
sion to acquit a Louisville woman of 
an impaired driving charge shows 
the shortcomings of Kentucky State 
Police lab tests. 

The Courier-Journal reports the 
judge said the prosecutor failed to 
show that 38-year-old Monica Holt 
was under the influence of anything 
when she was arrested in 2011. 

“It doesn’t matter what the com¬ 
monwealth thinks, you can’t prove 
it,” she said from the bench on March 
5. “You charged her with driving 
under the influence, and there is no 
proof what it is.” 

Prosecutors said Holt told a jail 
officer that she took a prescribed 
painkiller before being pulled over, 
but her attorney challenged that con¬ 
tention and state police tests showed 
no drugs in her system. 

Forensic analyst Jason Berry 


testified the lab tests for only 35 to 
40 drugs. He said nine others are be¬ 
ing added on April 1, but the lab lacks 
funding to test for more. 

“Can you test for everything 
known?” Frazier asked him. 

“We are not a private lab,” he said. 
“We lack the money, basically, to 
look for more drugs.” 

Warren Diepraam, a former pros¬ 
ecutor fellow for the National High¬ 
way Transportation Safety Admin¬ 
istration, said many state crime labs 
deal with similar issues. 

He said there are potentially 
thousands of substances that could 
impair a driver and “testing for 40 
is often going to result in failure to 
detect.” 

Holt’s lawyer, Jan Waddell, argued 
the case shouldn’t have even made 
it to trial considering the scant evi¬ 
dence. 

“Miss Holt was the victim here,” 
Waddell told the jury during the 
trial. “There wasn’t a scintilla of 


scientific evidence of impaired driv¬ 
ing.” 

Holt was arrested after a truck 
driver called 911 reporting an erratic 
driver who was nearly hitting other 
vehicles. 

Metro Officer Nathan McCoy 
pulled Holt over and noted in a cita¬ 
tion that she couldn’t answer “the 
simple question of where she was 
coming from and fumbled with in¬ 
surance papers.” He said he did not 
find any alcohol or drugs in her ve¬ 
hicle, but she failed a field-sobriety 
test. 

“She was under the influence,” 
Frazier told the jury during the tri¬ 
al, “and everyone in her path was in 
danger.” 

Waddell presented a different 
scenario. In his opening statement, 
he said the man who reported Holt 
followed her closely at a high rate of 
speed and if she failed a field-sobri¬ 
ety test it was “only because she was 
nervous — as she should have been.”

Little expected 
of Obama visit 
to Middle East 


The expectations for 
Barack Obama’s first 
presidential visit to Israel 
could not be much lower, 
although it is an exaggera¬ 
tion to say, as former U.S. 

Mideast peace negotiator 
Aaron David Miller mor- 
dantly observed in Polit¬ 
ico, that they are so low 
that this trip is “doomed 
to succeed.” 

Actually, the time is 
ideal, to use the current 
diplomatic term, to “re¬ 
set” U.S.-Israeli relations, 
troubled by what Israelis 
saw as Obama’s indiffer¬ 
ence to the two nations’ 
historic ties and what the 
Obamaadministrationsaw 
as Israeli Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu coming unacceptably close to 
meddling in U.S. presidential politics. 

Obama solidly won re-election in November; Ne¬ 
tanyahu also was re-elected, but with a weaker major¬ 
ity, in January. Obama has only just got his national 
security team in place, and Netanyahu’s government 
is being sworn in only 48 hours before the American 
president’s arrival. 

On the recurring issue of a permanent peace settle¬ 
ment with the Palestinians, Netanyahu told his new 
government: “We extend our hand in peace to the 
Palestinians. Israel has proved time and time again 
it is ready for concessions in exchange for real peace, 
and the situation today is no different.” 

There may be a role for Obama in Israeli-Palestinian 
talks, but that time is not now. 

The Israeli premier offered no specifics. His govern¬ 
ment continues with construction of Jewish housing 
on land the Palestinians claim, and the Palestinians 
say they will not participate in any talks until the 
construction stops. 

New Secretary of State John Kerry will have a go at 
ending that impasse in a few weeks, but the outlook 
is not good. 

Obama will meet with Palestinian Authority Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas on the West Bank, but with 
the lack of any movement on the Israeli side and the 
Palestinians’ anger at the U.S. blocking their attempt 
to gain recognition as an independent state through 
the United Nations, the Abbas-Obama meeting is 
likely to be little more than a courtesy call. 

What Obama’s visit lacks in substance, it makes up 
for in symbolism: a visit to the grave of Theodor Herzl, 
the revered architect of Zionism; and inspection of 
the Dead Sea Scrolls, underscoring Israel’s historic 
claim to its land. 

Offstage, there is certain to be serious discussion 
about Iran’s nuclear ambitions and the security implica¬ 
tions of a possible disintegration of neighboring Syria. 

If Obama improves his standings with the Israelis, 
patches things up with Netanyahu and quiets his 
domestic critics — who charge that his dedication 
to Israel’s security is only halfhearted — he can call 
the trip a success. 

The raised expectations can come later.

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The Bible’ miniseries surpasses 
some History Channel documentaries 


W hen I heard Mark Burnett, 
executive producer of “Sur¬ 
vivor” — a reality program noted 
chiefly for barely clad young par¬ 
ticipants and their various deceits 
— and his wife, Roma Downey, 
were producing “The Bible,” a veil 
of skepticism fell over me. 


I was frankly reluc¬ 
tant to watch the History 
Channel’s ongoing 10-hour 
miniseries, “The Bible.” 

Some years ago, the His¬ 
tory Channel relied heav¬ 
ily on military documenta¬ 
ries, especially from World 
War II. It aired so many 
productions of the famous 
British naval pursuit of a 
particularly fearsome Ger¬ 
man battleship that, more 
than once, my wife walked 
into the room, saw what I 
was watching and asked, 
in only partially mock 
exasperation, “Are they 
hunting for the Bismarck 
again ?'.” 

These days, the History 
Channel is making a very 
good living carrying non- 
historical but entertaining 
pseudo-reality programs 
such as “Pawn Stars” and 
“Ice Road Truckers.” 

The story lines are un¬ 
doubtedly ginned-up. Can 
Austin “Chumlee” Russell 
possibly be as big a goo- 
fus as he is portrayed on 
“Pawn Stars”? 

And did you know that 
the elaborately tattooed 
Danielle Colby Cushman 
of “American Pickers” was 
a burlesque performer who 
wasn’t employed at the 
Iowa antique store Antique 
Archaeology until the re¬ 
ality show was sold to the 
History Channel? 

Hey... it’s television. 

History does air some 
legitimate nonfiction. 
“Modern Marvels” offers 
revealing looks at every¬ 
day technology, from the 
history of food trucks 
to how bologna is made. 
(Next Monday night on 
History’s sister channel, 
H2, the series will take a 
sober look at both under¬ 
wear and engineering di¬ 
sasters, although presum¬ 
ably not at the same time.) 

But for every on-the- 
level program, History 
airs some pseudo-doc¬ 
umentary like “Ancient 
Aliens,” which explores 
the idea that extraterres¬ 
trials visited Earth thou¬ 
sands of years ago, were 
worshipped as gods and 
could explain everything 
from the hundreds of 14- 
ton stone moai statues on 
Easter Island to the vision 
of a fiery flying vessel in 
the Book of Ezekiel. 

So when I heard that 


/ 
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Mark Burnett, the execu¬ 
tive producer of “Survi¬ 
vor” — a reality program 
noted chiefly for barely 
clad young participants 
and their various deceits 
— and his wife, actress 
Roma Downey, were pro¬ 
ducing “The Bible,” a veil 
of skepticism fell over me. 

Still, we tuned in for 
the first two-hour seg¬ 
ment on March 3 ... and 
I’ve watched every Sunday 
evening since then. 

The miniseries is a dra¬ 
matization of key stories 
from the Bible, from the 
story of Abraham and 
Sarah to the destruction 
of Sodom to Moses leading 
the Hebrews to freedom... 
and, at the current stage 
of the series, the story of 
Jesus. 

It’s professionally pro¬ 
duced — no one ever said 
the Emmy-award winning 
Burnett doesn’t know what 
he’s doing — and stays sur¬ 
prisingly close to Scripture 
(or as close as Hollywood 
can ever manage). 

But “The Bible” does 
something else beyond 
that: It surprises. 

For instance, when you 
think of Abraham, what do 
you envision? An old man, 
of course, with snow-white 
hair and a long beard who 
is approaching age 100. 

But in “The Bible,” we 
first see Abraham (or 
Abram, as he was then 
known) as a robust speci¬ 
men, capable of leading a 
nighttime raiding party 
against a force of warring 
kings who had kidnapped 
his nephew Lot and others. 
Abram not only routed the 
enemy and freed the cap¬ 
tives, but he pursued the 
fleeing kings some 50 
miles or more, from what 
is modern-day northern 
Israel to beyond Damas¬ 
cus in Syria — just as told 
in the Book of Genesis. 
Seeing such a vigorous 
Abram is surprising — but 
it makes sense. 

Similarly, “The Bible” 


unconventionally portrays 
Samson as an immense 
black fellow whose hair 

— the secret to his miracu¬ 
lous strength — is worn in 
dreadlocks. 

Dreadlocks reportedly 
have been worn since an¬ 
cient times in Africa — 
and Samson was a Naza- 
rite, about which the Book 
of Numbers said, in the 
King James Version: “All 
the days of the vow of his 
separation there shall no 
razor come upon his head: 
until the days be fulfilled, 
in the which he separateth 
himself unto the Lord, he 
shall be holy, and shall 
let the locks of the hair of 
his head grow.” Samson’s 
locks did grow into long 
locks — and he brought 
dread upon the Philistines. 

In the miniseries, there 
are angels who are black 

— and Asian, too — and 
one of the wise men is 
black as well, which likely 
has surprised many white 
Christians who have long 
pictured Jesus as having a 
European complexion. 

“The Bible” offers a grit¬ 
ty portrayal of King Saul, 
who grew progressively 
mad with fear that his 
young hero David would 
seize his throne — and 
an interesting picture of 
Herod as being a flabby, 
Nero-like debauchee. 

Hollywood being Hol¬ 
lywood, there are digres¬ 
sions. The Bible appears 
to be silent on the notion 
in “The Bible” that the 
two angels that God dis¬ 
patched to Sodom were, in 
fact, armor-clad ninja war¬ 
riors eager for swordplay. 
(To be sure, some view¬ 
ers have complained that 
the miniseries is packed 
too heavily with scenes of 
combat and mayhem; one 
Christian mother here told 
me she has been reluctant 


to let her school-age 
daughters view it, and the 
Christian Science Moni¬ 
tor said some critics have 
dismissed it “as shallow 
gore.”) 

Much later, King David 
is seen tinkering around 
with a scale model of the 
city of Jerusalem — a sort 
of 10th century B.C. model 
train set — and he happily 
shows the prophet Nathan 
a palm-sized version of the 
temple that David is eager 
to build for the Lord. Na¬ 
than informs him of the 
revelation from the Lord 
that it would not be Da¬ 
vid, but a son of David who 
would have that honor. 

In the miniseries, a dis¬ 
appointed David turns his 
head and catches sight of 
the lovely Bathsheba tak¬ 
ing a bath — has a woman 
ever been more ironically 
named? — and has her 
brought to him as if she 
were the Temple Building 
Consolation Prize. It’s a 
minor point, perhaps, but 
Scripture makes clear that 
the two events were quite 
unrelated chronologically. 

Meanwhile, who knew 
that David’s eyes were 
blue? 

At any rate, the show 
has been a hit for History, 
with 12 million viewers 
watching on the first two 
Sundays, making it the 
top-rated cable program 
of those nights. 

History has been replay¬ 
ing some earlier episodes 
on Sunday afternoons to 
help folks catch up. But 
with the miniseries now 
well into the New Testa¬ 
ment, even the most casual 
Bible readers will be famil¬ 
iar with the story, which 
concludes on Easter night.

Defiant 
teenager 
gets 3 life 
sentences

CHARDON, Ohio - Wear¬ 
ing a T-shirt with “killer” 
scrawled across it, a teen¬ 
ager cursed and gestured 
obscenely as he was given 
three life sentences Tues¬ 
day for shooting to death 
three students in an Ohio 
high school cafeteria. 

T.J. Lane, 18, had plead¬ 
ed guilty last month to 
shooting at students in 
February 2012 at Char- 
don High School, east of 
Cleveland. Investigators 
have said he admitted to 
the shooting but said he 
didn’t know why he did it. 

Before the case went 
to adult court last year, a 
juvenile court judge ruled 
that Lane was mentally 
competent to stand trial 
despite evidence he suf¬ 
fers from hallucinations, 
psychosis and fantasies. 

Lane was defiant during 
the sentencing, smiling 
and smirking throughout. 

After he came in, he 
calmly unbuttoned his 
blue dress shirt to reveal 
the T-shirt reading “killer,” 
which the prosecutor not¬ 
ed was similar to one he 
wore during the shooting. 

Dina Parmertor, mother 
of victim Daniel, called 
Lane “a pathetic excuse for 
a human being” and wished 
upon him “an extremely, 
slow torturous death.” 

Prosecutors say Lane 
took a .22-caliber pistol 
and a knife to the school 
and fired 10 shots at a 
group of students in the 
cafeteria. 

Daniel Parmertor and 
Demetrius Hewlin, both 
16, and Russell King Jr., 17, 
were killed.

HAWTHORNE, Nev.-Amortar 
shell explosion killed eight 
Marines and injured seven 
more during mountain war¬ 
fare training in Nevada’s 
high desert, prompting the 
Pentagon to immediately 
halt the use of the weapons 
until an investigation can 
determine their safety, of¬ 
ficials said Tuesday. 

The explosion oc¬ 
curred Monday night at 
the Hawthorne Army 
Depot, a facility used by 
troops heading overseas, 
during an exercise in¬ 
volving the 2nd Marine 
Expeditionary Force from 
Camp Lejeune, N.C. Sev¬ 
eral Marines from the unit 
were injured in the blast, 
authorities said. 

The mortar round ex¬ 
ploded in its firing tube 
during the exercise, said 


Brig. Gen. Jim Lukeman 
at a news conference at 
Camp Lejeune. He said 
investigators are trying 
to determine the cause of 
the malfunction. 

The Pentagon expand¬ 
ed a temporary ban to 
prohibit the military from 
firing any 60 mm mortar 
rounds until the results of 
the investigation. The Ma¬ 
rine Corps said Tuesday 
a “blanket suspension” of 
60 mm mortars and as¬ 
sociated firing tubes is in 
effect. 

The Pentagon earlier 
had suspended use of all 
high-explosive and illumi¬ 
nation mortar rounds that 
were in the same manu¬ 
facturing lots as ones fired 
in Nevada 

It was not immediately 
clear whether more than 
a single round exploded, a 
Marine Corps official said, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the 


official wasn’t authorized 
to speak about an ongoing 
investigation. 

The Marine Corps said 
early Tuesday that seven 
Marines were killed. Eight 
men under the age of 30 
were taken to Renown 
Regional Medical Cen¬ 
ter in Reno. One of them 
died, four were in serious 
condition, two were in fair 
condition and another was 
discharged, said spokes¬ 
man Mark Earnest. 

John Stroud, national 
junior vice commander 
in chief for the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, began a 
memorial event in Haw¬ 
thorne on Tuesday night 
by saying “one of the criti¬ 
cal has passed,” bringing 
the death toll to eight. 
Mourners then laid eight 
floral arrangements at a 
park where a flag flew at 
half-staff within sight of 
the Hawthorne depot’s 
boundary.

FDA to reverse 
cigarette labels 

RICHMOND-The U.S. gov¬ 
ernment is abandoning a 
legal battle to require that 
cigarette packs carry a set 
of large and often macabre 
warning labels depicting 
the dangers of smoking 
and encouraging smokers 
to quit. 

Instead, the Food and 
Drug Administration will 
go back to the drawing 
board and create labels to 
replace those that included 
images of diseased lungs 
and the sewn-up corpse 
of a smoker, according to a 
letter from Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Eric Holder obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

The government had 
until Monday to ask the 
U.S. Supreme Court to 
review an appeals court 
decision upholding a rul¬ 
ing that the requirement 
violated First Amendment 
free speech protections.

Grandmother found 
guilty of murder 

PONTIAC - A suburban 
Detroit grandmother was 
convicted Tuesday of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder for 
killing her teenage grand¬ 
son last spring, as jurors 
rejected her claim that 
she shot him six times in 
self-defense. 

Sandra Layne, 75, cried 
quietly when she heard 
the verdict, which was 
delivered during the first 
full day of jury delibera¬ 
tions. She was also con¬ 
victed of using a firearm 
during a felony and likely 
faces at least 14 years in 
prison. 

Defense attorney 
Jerome Sabbota said after 
the hearing that Layne 
was “devastated” by the 
verdict. 

But Jonathan Hoffman’s 
mother, Jennifer Hoffman, 


said her mother is a “mon¬ 
ster” who deserves to go to 
prison.

Sheriff: Missing mom 
faked disappearance 

KANSAS CITY -To law en- 
forcement agencies, the 
disappearance of a Mis¬ 
souri woman and her 
young daughter for four 
days had all the markings 
of an abduction: a cryp¬ 
tic text message asking 
for help, a phone call that 
sounded like it was being 
read from a script, an ex- 
husband with a history of 
domestic violence. 

Instead, Rachel Koech- 
ner told investigators Mon¬ 
day night that she slipped 
away with Devon Sandner, 
the ex-husband who’s the 
father of her 4-year-old 
daughter, last week as part 
of a plan she devised a day 
earlier.

Contingency plans in 
works to end civil war 

The top U.S. military 
commander in Europe 
said Tuesday that several 
NATO countries are work¬ 
ing on contingency plans 
for possible military action 
to end the two-year civil 
war in Syria as President 
Bashar Assad’s regime ac¬ 
cused U.S.-backed Syrian 
rebels of using chemical 
weapons. 

The Obama adminis¬ 
tration rejected the Assad 
claim as a sign of despera¬ 
tion by a besieged govern¬ 
ment intent on drawing 
attention from its war 
atrocities — some 70,000 
dead, more than 1 million 
refugees and 2.5 million 
people internally dis¬ 
placed. 

A U.S. official said there 
was no evidence that ei¬ 
ther Assad forces or the 
opposition had used chem¬ 
ical weapons in an attack 
in northern Syria. 

As the war enters its 
third year, the U.S. mili¬ 
tary, State Department 
officials and the U.N. 
high commissioner for 
refugees delivered a dire 
assessment of a deterio¬ 
rating situation in Syria 
and the sober view that 
even if Assad leaves, the 
Middle East nation could 
slip into civil strife simi¬ 
lar to the Balkans in the 
1990s.

Wanted warlord 
turns himself in 

KIGALI - Wanted on an 
international warrant 
for alleged war crimes, 
Congolese warlord Bosco 
Ntaganda lived openly in 
Congo for years, playing 
tennis at exclusive clubs 
and dining at lakeside 
restaurants in full view of 
foreign diplomats and U.N. 
peacekeepers. 

That all ended when the 


39-year-old known as “The 
Terminator” suddenly 
turned himself in Mon¬ 
day to the U.S. Embassy 
in Rwanda and asked to be 
handed over to the Inter¬ 
national Criminal Court 
— a surprise move that fol¬ 
lowed a split in Ntaganda’s 
rebel group and apparent 
loss of support from his 
backers in the Rwandan 
government.

Budget minister out 
as tax scandal looms 

PARIS - France’s bud¬ 
get minister, ensnared 
in a ballooning scandal 
over suspected tax fraud 
and money laundering, 
on Tuesday became the 
first resignation in Presi¬ 
dent Francois Hollande’s 
10-month-old Socialist 
government. 

Jerome Cahuzac, who 
had garnered Hollande’s 
trust as point man to help 
boost tax revenues as 
France battles a lacklus¬ 
ter economy and swell¬ 
ing budget deficit, asked 
to be removed from his 
post — and the president 
accepted, according to a 
statement from Hollande’s 
office. 

It said Cahuzac will be 
replaced by Bernard Ca- 
zeneuve, formerly France’s 
junior minister for Euro¬ 
pean affairs. 

Earlier Tuesday, Paris 
prosecutors opened a judi¬ 
cial probe into a case of al¬ 
leged laundering of money 
gained through tax fraud 
centering on Cahuzac 
— though investigators 
haven’t turned up enough 
evidence to charge him by 
name.

BAGHDAD - Insurgents 
sent a bloody message

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Sandy-damaged homes hit real estate market 


■ Bargains available, 
but it’s buyer beware

LONG BEACH, N.Y- It sounds 
like the premise for a new 
reality TV series: “Hur¬ 
ricane House” — people 
scouring waterside commu¬ 
nities looking to buy homes 
damaged by Superstorm 
Sandy at a deep discount. 

While there are bargains 
out there, ranging from 10 
percent off pre-storm prices 
for upscale homes on New 
York’s Long Island and the 
Jersey Shore to as much as 
60 percent off modest bun¬ 
galows in Staten Island and 
Queens, it’s still very much 
a game of buyer beware. 

Not only are buyers are 
on the hook for repairs and 
in some cases total rebuilds, 
they’re also wading into a 
host of potentially expen¬ 
sive uncertainties about 
new flood maps and future 
insurance rates, zoning 
changes and updated build¬ 
ing codes. 

“It’s totally changed the 
way I sell real estate,” said 
Lawrence Greenberg, a 
sales associate with Van 
Skiver Realtors, whose own 
Mantoloking, N.J., office 
was wrecked in the storm. 

Prior to Sandy, pro¬ 
spective buyers rarely 
mentioned issues such as 
flood maps and building 
elevations until the matter 
of flood insurance came up 
— often at closing. “Now, 
everybody asks the ques¬ 
tion of elevation,” Green¬ 
berg said. Even if potential 
buyers plan to tear down 
and build new, they ask 
about the pending changes 
in flood maps proposed 
by the Federal Emergency 
Management Agency, be¬ 
cause flood insurance rates 
will depend upon the new 
zones. 

There is no sign of a mass 
exodus from shoreline com¬ 
munities. The number of 
for-sale listings in January 
in the 380 zip codes hit by 


the storm was about 2 per¬ 
cent below the same time 
last year, according to on¬ 
line real estate information 
company Zillow Inc. That 
indicates that most home- 
owners are rebuilding, or 
have not yet decided how 
to proceed. 

But real estate agents in 
New York and New Jersey 
say the majority of homes 
for sale in these areas have 
some damage from the Oct. 
29 storm, and it appears to 
them that a rising number 
are being put on the market 
as the spring home-buying 
season approaches. 

New listings range from 
destroyed oceanfront prop¬ 
erties being sold for the 
land, to flooded bayside 
homes untouched since the 
storm that must be gutted. 
Even the few undamaged 
homes in affected neighbor¬ 
hoods are listing at prices 
about 10 percent lower than 
they would have been pre¬ 
storm. 

Some sellers are over¬ 
whelmed by the daunting 
prospect of restoring a 
damaged home. Some are 
older homeowners who had 
stayed in the houses where 
they raised their families, 
but now are relocating. 
Some didn’t have flood in¬ 
surance. 

“They either don’t have 
the funds or don’t have the 
energy to go through the 
renovating and rebuilding 
process,” said Jeff Childers, 
a broker with Childers So¬ 
theby’s International Realty 
in Normandy Beach, N.J. 

Lisa Jackson, broker and 
owner of Rockaway Proper¬ 
ties in the Belle Harbor sec¬ 
tion of Queens, N.Y., said a 
number of her new listings 
are homes owned by senior 
citizens. One 85-year-old 
client was living alone in 
her 1940s-era six-bedroom, 
six-bath brick home right on 
the beach. The house was 
hammered by Sandy, and 
must be at least partially

demolished, but will still 
command a hefty price. 
“Everything on the water 
is big money,” Jackson said. 

But the $3 million listing 
price is nevertheless a huge 
discount from the roughly 
$4.25 million it would have 
commanded before the 
storm. 

Another set of sellers 
were in the process of get¬ 
ting out before the storm hit. 
Jackson had 18 properties in 
contract prior to Sandy, but 
all of those sales either fell 
through or were renegoti¬ 
ated for a lower price. 

One 1930s-era three-bed- 
room, two-bath house with 
a view of the bay was in con¬ 
tract for $665,000, but the 
entire first floor was gutted 
after it took on about four 
feet of water. The buyer, a 
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single woman, was unwill¬ 
ing to take on the renova¬ 
tions. 

The property is back on 
the market for $550,000. 
That’s a 17 percent discount, 
but the eventual buyer will 
have to pay for new floors 
and walls, plus a new kitch¬ 
en and bathroom. 

Still, that sort of cut 
might make the neighbor¬ 
hood affordable for a fam¬ 
ily that was priced out in 
recent years, when houses 
were selling for $750,000 
and more. 

And in one sense, buy¬ 
ing a storm-damaged home 
can offer an advantage, said 
Tom Tripodi, president of 
the Tripodi Group/ Douglas 
Elliman Real Estate in the 
Long Island city of Long 
Beach, where damaged 
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houses are selling for about 
10 percent less than before 
the storm. 

“If it’s all gutted out, you 
can do what you want,” 
he said. “You can own the 
house with a brand new 
kitchen, new appliances, 
new floors.” 

In addition to people 
looking to create their 
dream house out of a dam¬ 
aged home, Tripodi has 
seen investors eyeing the 


area. In Long Beach’s West 
End neighborhood, for ex¬ 
ample, investors are looking 
to tear down gutted 1920s- 
era ranch homes and build 
bigger houses with multiple 
stories at higher elevations 
in their place. 

The shorefront sec¬ 
tions of Staten Island also 
are seeing accelerating 
turnover of homes that 
are likely to get torn down 
eventually.

WASHINGTON- Few presi¬ 
dents in modern times have 
been as interested in gun 
control as Richard Nixon, 
of all people. He proposed 
ridding the market of 
Saturday night specials, 
contemplated banning 
handguns altogether and 
refused to pander to gun 
owners by feigning inter¬ 
est in their weapons. 

Several previously un¬ 
reported Oval Office re¬ 
cordings and White House 
memos from the Nixon 
years show a conservative 
president who at times 
appeared willing to take 
on the National Rifle As¬ 
sociation, a powerful gun 
lobby then as now, even as 
his aides worried about the 
political ramifications. 

“I don’t know why any 
individual should have a 
right to have a revolver in 
his house,” Nixon said in 
a taped conversation with 
aides. “The kids usually kill 
themselves with it and so 
forth.” He asked why “can’t 
we go after handguns, pe¬ 
riod?” 

Nixon went on: “I know 
the rifle association will 
be against it, the gun mak¬ 
ers will be against it.” But 
“people should not have 
handguns.” He laced his 
comments with obsceni¬ 
ties, as was typical. 

Nixon made his remarks 
in the Oval Office on May 
16, 1972, the day after a 
would-be assassin shot 
and paralyzed segregation¬ 
ist presidential candidate 
George Wallace. As presi¬ 
dent, Nixon never publicly 
called for a ban on all hand¬ 
guns. Instead, he urged 
Congress to pass more 
modest legislation banning 
Saturday night specials, 
which were cheaply made, 
easily concealed and often 
used by criminals. 

Not all of the president’s 
men appeared to share his 
passion on the issue. The 
recordings and memos 
show that Nixon admin¬ 
istration officials saw gun 
control as a political loser. 

Nixon, a Republican, 
did say publicly that if 
Congress passed a ban on 
Saturday night specials, he 
would sign it. But in a sign 
of how potent the NRA 
was even 40 years ago, this 


narrow piece of legislation 
never made it to his desk, 
and there is no sign that 
he ever sent a draft bill to 
Capitol Hill. 

OBAMA FACES 
SIMILAR HURDLE 

Today, President Barack 
Obama faces similar hur¬ 
dles in trying to ban assault 
weapons and large-capacity 
ammunition magazines. 
Gun control advocates say 
no one needs such powerful 
weapons to kill an intruder 
or take down an animal. In 
Nixon’s time, the argument 
of such advocates was that 
Saturday night specials 
were too poorly made to be 
relied on for self-defense or 
hunting. 

“Let me ask you,” Nixon 
said to Attorney General 
John Mitchell in June 1971, 
“there is only one thing you 
are checking on, that’s the 
manufacture of those $20 
guns? We should probably 
stop that.” Saturday night 
specials sold for $10 to $30 at 
the time. Mitchell said ban¬ 
ning those guns would be 
“pretty difficult, actually,” 
because of the gun lobby. 

“No hunters are going to 
use $20 guns,” Nixon said. 

“No, but the gun lobby’s 
against any incursion into 
the elimination of fire¬ 
arms,” Mitchell said. 

The term Saturday 
night special originated 
in Detroit, where police 
observed the frequency 
with which the guns were 
used to commit weekend 
mayhem. Lynyrd Skynyrd 
memorialized the weapon 
in its 1975 song, “Saturday 
Night Special,” in which the 
Southern rock band sang: 
“Ain’t good for nothin’/ 
But put a man six feet in a 
hole.” 


Nixon’s private com¬ 
ments were not always 
supportive of gun control, 
particularly measures that 
would go beyond handguns. 
For example, in a taped con¬ 
versation just a few days af¬ 
ter saying people shouldn’t 
have handguns, the presi¬ 
dent asked rhetorically, 
“What do they want to do, 
just disarm the populace? 
Disarm the good folks and 
leave the arms in the hands 
of criminals?” 

But most of his com¬ 
ments on the tapes were in 
favor of stronger gun con¬ 
trol. 

At a June 29,1972, news 
conference, about six weeks 
after Wallace’s shooting, 
Nixon said he’d sign legisla¬ 
tion banning Saturday night 
specials. Later that year, the 
Senate did pass such a bill, 
but the House never acted 
on the legislation. 

The bill’s sponsor, Indi¬ 
ana Democrat Birch Bayh, 
said in a recent interview 
that the NRA helped pre¬ 
vent his bill from getting 
through Congress. The 
Nixon administration sup¬ 
ported an unsuccessful Re¬ 
publican alternative Senate 
bill on Saturday night spe¬ 
cials that had a definition 
the NRA preferred. 

The shooting of another 
politician put gun control 
back on the radar the fol¬ 
lowing year. On Jan. 30, 
1973, two robbers shot Sen. 
John Stennis, D-Miss., and 
surgeons initially thought 
he would die. Stennis sur¬ 
vived and lived until 1995. 

The day of the shooting, 
Nixon told White House 
special counsel Charles 
Colson, “At least I hope that 
Saturday night special leg¬ 
islation, at least we’re sup¬ 
porting that, you know....”

There are 53 Democrats in the 
Senate, plus two independents 
who usually vote with them. 

An assault-type weapon was 
used in the December massa¬ 
cre at an elementary school in 
Newtown, Conn., that revived 
gun control as a top issue in 
Washington. Banning those fire¬ 
arms was among the proposals 


President Barack Obama made 
in January in response to those 
slayings. 

The assault weapons ban 
was the most controversial of 
the major proposals to restrict 
guns that have been advanced by 
Obama and Senate Democrats. 
Because of that, it had been ex¬ 
pected that the assault weapons 
measure would be left out of the 
initial package the Senate con¬ 
siders, with Democrats hoping 
the Senate could therefore amass 


the strongest possible vote for 
the overall legislation. 

Having a separate vote on 
assault weapons might free 
moderate Democratic senators 
facing re-election next year in 
Republican-leaning states to 
vote against the assault weap¬ 
ons measure, but then support 
the remaining overall package 
of gun curbs. 

Gun control supporters consider 
a strong Senate vote important be¬ 
cause the Republican-run House 


has shown little enthusiasm for 
most of Obama’s proposals. 

Feinstein said Reid told her 
there will be two votes. 

One would be on her assault 
weapons ban, which also in¬ 
cludes a ban on ammunition 
magazines that carry more than 
10 rounds of ammunition. The 
second would just be on prohib¬ 
iting the high-capacity magazine 
clips. 

Many Democrats think the 
ban on large-capacity magazines 


has a better chance of getting 60 
votes than the assault weapons 
ban. 

The Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee has approved four gun 
control measures this month, 
including Feinstein’s barring 
assault weapons and high ca¬ 
pacity magazines. The others 
would expand required federal 
background checks for firearms 
buyers, increase federal penal¬ 
ties for illegal gun trafficking 
and boost school safety money. 


Pope Francis urges protection 
of the weak, poor and nature

VATICAN CITY - Pope Francis laid out 
the priorities of his pontificate dur¬ 
ing his installation Mass on Tues¬ 
day, urging the princes, presidents, 
sheiks and thousands of ordinary 
people attending to protect the envi¬ 
ronment, the weakest and the poor¬ 
est and to let tenderness “open up a 
horizon of hope.” 

It was a message Francis has hinted 
at in his first week as pontiff, when 
his gestures of simplicity often spoke 
louder than his words. But on a day 
when he had the world’s economic, 
political and religious leadership sit¬ 
ting before him on the steps of St. Pe¬ 
ter’s Basilica for the official start of his 
papacy, Francis made his point clear. 

“Please,” he told them. “Let us be 
protectors of creation, protectors 
of God’s plan inscribed in nature, 
protectors of one another and of the 
environment.” 

The Argentine native is the first 
pope from Latin America and the 
first named for the 13th-century fri¬ 
ar St. Francis of Assisi, whose life’s 
work was to care for nature, the poor 
and most disadvantaged. 


The Vatican said between 150,000- 
200,000 people attended the Mass, 
held under bright blue skies after 
days of chilly rain and featuring flag- 
waving fans from around the world. 

In Buenos Aires, thousands of peo¬ 
ple packed the central Plaza di Mayo 
square to watch the ceremony on gi¬ 
ant TV screens, erupting in joy when 
Francis called them from Rome, his 
words broadcast over loudspeakers. 

“I want to ask a favor,” Francis told 
them. “I want to ask you to walk to¬ 
gether, and take care of one another. 
... And don’t forget that this bishop 
who is far away loves you very much. 
Pray for me.” 

Back in Rome, Francis was inter¬ 
rupted by applause several times 
during his homily, including when 
he urged the faithful not to allow 
“omens of destruction,” hatred, envy 
and pride to “defile our lives.” 

Francis said the role of the leader 
of the world’s 1.2 billion Catholics is 
to open his arms and protect all of 
humanity, but “especially the poor¬ 
est, the weakest, the least important, 
those whom Matthew lists in the fi¬ 
nal judgment on love: the hungry, the 
thirsty, the stranger, the naked, the 
sick and those in prison.” 


“Today amid so much darkness we 
need to see the light of hope and to 
be men and women who bring hope 
to others,” he said. “To protect cre¬ 
ation, to protect every man and ev¬ 
ery woman, to look upon them with 
tenderness and love, is to open up 
a horizon of hope, it is to let a shaft 
of light break through the heavy 
clouds.” 

After the celebrations die down, 
Francis has his work cut out for him 
as he confronts a church in crisis: Re¬ 
tired Pope Benedict XVI spent eight 
years trying to reverse the decline 
of Christianity in Europe, without 
much success. 

While growing in Africa and 
Asia, the Catholic Church has been 
stained in Europe, Australia and the 
Americas by sexual abuse scandals. 
Closer to home, Francis is facing se¬ 
rious management shortcomings in 
a Vatican bureaucracy in dire need 
of reform. 

Francis hasn’t offered any hint of 
how he might tackle those greater 
problems, focusing instead on 
crowd-pleasing messages and ges¬ 
tures that signal a total shift in prior¬ 
ity and personality from his German 
theologian predecessor.

Robinson said he looks 
to instill a hunger for more 
knowledge about Native 
American culture in the 
kids he meets. 

“So much of what we do is 
about wanting kids to recog¬ 
nize diversity and how that 
just because two things may 
be different does not neces¬ 
sarily make one better than 
the other,” he said. 

Robinson repeated this 
theme throughout his pro¬ 
gram. Volunteers beat on 
drums made of elk, deer 
and buffalo hides. Each 
sounded unique, but not 
on of the drums was any 
better than another. 

It took three guesses for 
the Niagara fifth-graders 
to identify the hide of a 
bobcat, also known as a 
wildcat. 

“Only when I’m in Ken¬ 
tucky do people guess what 
this is,” said Robinson, loft¬ 
ing the hide up high. “Nor¬ 
mally the kids like it. I don’t 
know if they like it because 


it’s a wildcat or they like it 
because it’s a dead wildcat. 
I don’t know, it depends on 
your allegiance.” 

This particular bobcat 
is known as Bobby the 
bobcat and doubles as a 
puppet for Robinson’s sev¬ 
en children, two of whom 
helped him demonstrate 
during the program. 

Native American chil¬ 
dren also like to play with 
dolls. 

“Many times our chil¬ 
dren will make their own 
dolls,” he said. “We didn’t 
have a Wal-Mart to go 
down and buy them at.” 

Instead, the children 
often make the dolls in 
their own likeness, even 
fashioning tiny clothes 
to match what their tribe 
wears. By their style of 
dress, the dolls also tell the 
story of Native American 
culture 

The Inuit tribe of Alaska 
has to keep warm in the 
frigid climate, so their 
children’s dolls are bun¬ 
dled up in warm clothes 
with fur lining. The Hopi 
tribe lives in Arizona, so 
their dolls’ attire made for 
hotter weather.

Kansas, refused repeatedly 
to permit final passage of 
the measure unless Demo¬ 
crats first allow a vote on 
his plan for erasing most 
of the cuts aimed at tow¬ 
ers operated by Federal 
Aviation Administration 
contract employees. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, D-Nev., just 
as persistently declined 
to give in, and other Dem¬ 
ocrats noted that House 
Republicans had rejected 
calls to give all federal

MOON, Pa. - A down sea¬ 
son for defending national 
champion Kentucky ended 
with one final disappoint¬ 
ment. 

Mike McFadden hit 
two free throws with 8.7 
seconds remaining and 
the Colonials stunned the 
defending national cham¬ 
pions 59-57 in the open¬ 
ing round of the NIT on 
Tuesday night, sending 
the disjointed Wildcats 
into an uncertain offsea¬ 
son less than a year after 
cutting down the nets in 
New Orleans. 

“This is humbling,” 
Kentucky coach John 
Calipari said. “They think 
we’re supposed to win 30 
a year, 35 a year, go to the 
Final Four, win a national 
title.” 

Not this time. Not even 
close. 

Robert Morris (24-10) 
led almost the entire way, 
never blinking in a rare 
visit from one of college 
basketball’s Goliaths. 
Then again, this isn’t 
the same Kentucky team 
that roared through the 
NCAAs behind stars An¬ 
thony Davis and Michael 
Kidd-Gilchrist. 

This batch of Wildcats 
(21-12) hasn’t been the 
same since center Ner- 
lens Noel went down with 
a devastating knee injury. 
Kentucky lost six of its fi¬ 
nal 10 games, the last one 
coming just a couple of 
3-pointers away from the 
house Calipari grew up in. 

“This is a shot in the 
arm for them and they 
deserve to win the game,” 
Calipari said. “If we’d have 
won at the buzzer, it would 
have been a shame.” 

The Wildcats came 
close. Calipari opted 


not to call timeout after 
McFadden’s second free 
throw but Kyle Wiltjer’s 
3-pointer before the buzz¬ 
er bounced harmlessly off 
the rim, sending hundreds 
of students onto the court 
following the biggest win 
in school history. 

The triumph took some 
of the pain out of a heart¬ 
breaking end to the regu¬ 
lar season. Robert Morris 
cruised to the Northeast¬ 
ern Conference title but 
lost to Mount St. Mary’s in 
the conference tournament. 
The defeat dashed the Colo¬ 
nials’ hopes of making the 
NCAAs, though the chance 
to play Kentucky hardly felt 
like a letdown. 

“It’s probably the great¬ 
est consolation prize you 


can possibly have,” coach 
Andy Toole said. 

Lucky Jones led Robert 
Morris with 15 points but 
was ejected for a flagrant 
foul on Archie Goodwin 
with 3:41 to play. Kentucky, 
which trailed by 13 in the 
second half, managed to 
tie it twice but could never 
grab the lead. 

Goodwin scored 18 
points for the Wildcats but 
couldn’t stop Kentucky’s 
tumultuous season come 
to a stunning end. 

Robert Morris will ad¬ 
vance to the second round, 
while Kentucky’s injury- 
marred underachieving 
year came to a merciful fin¬ 
ish. Yet Calipari remains up¬ 
beat. He has another stash of 
high school All-Americans 


at the ready, though it’s un¬ 
certain how they will mesh 
with the holdovers from 
Kentucky’s worst season in 
the four years Calipari has 
been running the show. 

“They haven’t had any 
discipline all year,” Cali¬ 
pari said. “We ended on 
a note we’ve been talking 
about (all year).

Jeter scratched 
from Yanks’lineup 

CLEARWATER, Fla. - Relax, 
Yankees fans. The captain 
is OK. 

Derek Jeter was re¬ 
moved from New York’s 
lineup against the Phillies 
on Tuesday for “precau¬ 
tionary” reasons because 
his surgically repaired left 
ankle feels “stiff.”

ATLANTA - The Southeast¬ 
ern Conference women’s 
player of the year has 
found a home in the Blue- 
grass State. 

Kentucky guard A’dia 
Mathies was selected as 
the SEC’s top player by 
The Associated Press for 
the second year in a row 
Tuesday — and ensured 
the Wildcats held on to 
the award for the fourth 
straight season.

Holly 
Warlick, who took over 
for the ailing Pat Sum- 
mitt, was a unanimous 
choice as coach of the year. 
Freshman center Bashaara 
Graves was picked as new¬ 
comer of the year on every 
ballot. 

“To win the player of the 
year four straight seasons 
means a lot to our pro¬ 
gram,” Kentucky coach 
Matthew Mitchell said. 
“It’s a tribute to our play¬ 
ers and how hard they’ve 
worked.” 

Graves, a 5-foot-9 senior, 
also repeated as a unani¬ 
mous first-team choice. 
She was joined on the elite 
five by Texas A&M center 
Kelsey Bone, Tennessee 
guard Meighan Simmons, 
LSU forward Theresa Plai- 
sance, and Vanderbilt for¬ 
ward Tiffany Clarke. 

“A’dia Mathies is the 
smartest basketball player 
I’ve ever been around and 
that I’ve ever had the chance 
to coach.” Mitchell said. 
“I certainly haven’t been 
around anybody that’s been 
more meaningful to a pro¬ 
gram than she has been here 
at Kentucky.”

— Rupp Arena, where he 
came regularly during his 
three years at Arkansas 

— and after preparing his 
entire life for this moment. 

From as far back as he 
can remember, basket¬ 
ball was more than just a 
game. His father, Conley, 
played college basketball 
at Oral Roberts, his uncles 
all coached the game and 
from an early age, Rotnei 
Clarke just looked like a 
natural ballplayer. He left 
Oklahoma as the state’s 
career prep scoring leader 
with nearly 3,800 points, 
bound for Arkansas where 
some of his relatives lived 
and he was eager to play 
for former Kentucky star 
John Pelphrey. 

For a kid with that kind 
of resume, postseason 
chances are supposed to 
come early and often. 

But rather than joining 
the long list of unusual¬ 
ly-named March shoot¬ 
ing stars such as Ulysses 
“U.S.” Reed, Fennis Dem- 
bo and Jimmer Fredette, 
Clarke endured three 
straight losing seasons 
in Fayetteville and never 
got a chance to play in the 
NCAA tourney or the NIT. 

In March 2011, the Ra- 
zorbacks fired Pelphrey 
and Clarke left town for 
a school he hoped could, 
finally, get him onto the 
NCAA’s biggest stage. 
He wound up at Butler, 
the little school from In¬ 
dianapolis that has been 
making upsets a tradition 
over the last decade and 
that finished as national 
runner-ups in 2010 and 
2011. It was a perfect fit. 

“He’s a great shooter,” 
coach Brad Stevens said. 
“But the thing I really 
enjoy is that he’s a really 
good teammate. “He’s de¬ 
vout in his faith, he lives it 
and everyone just enjoys 
being around him.” 


Drew follows in dad’s footsteps 
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Loe, Billikens are facing tall order

ST. LOUIS - Rob Loe is ac¬ 
customed to being the gi¬ 
ant on the floor.

Loe, a junior from Auck¬ 
land, New Zealand, repre¬ 
sented his country in the 
2012 Olympic qualifying 
tournament and is among 
a trio of foreigners playing 
for Saint Louis (26-7). He’s 
among five Billikens profi¬ 
cient from 3-point range, 
hitting three in a game 
twice this season and mak¬ 
ing a career-best five as a 
freshman against Georgia. 

In high school, Loe 
found he could hold his 
own shooting with the 
guards. 

“I was always pretty tall, 
though,” Loe said. “In to¬ 
day’s game, there’s more 
and more people start 
to have both inside and 


outside games. It’s a big 
asset to have on any team.” 

At 7-5 and 360 pounds, 
Bhullar is a half-foot tall¬ 
er and 115 pounds heavier 
than Loe. Plus, the repeat 
WAC champions have 6-8 
Bandja Sy and reserves 
6-11 and 6-10. Bhullar had 
16 points, 15 rebounds 
and five blocked shots in 
the conference title game 
against UT-Arlington. 

Interim coach Jim Crews 
joked to reporters that a 
good way to simulate guard¬ 
ing Bhullar was to get on 
someone’s shoulders. 

“I know people have 
used brooms and other 
things for way tall guys, 
we’ll have to think about 
that a little bit” Crews said.

Unnamed conference announces broadcasting deal with ESPN 


NEW YORK - The two con¬ 
ferences growing out of 
the old Big East are mov¬ 
ing forward. 

Butler, Creighton and 
Xavier will join the so- 
called Catholic 7 schools 
in the new basketball con¬ 
ference keeping the Big 
East name, a person famil¬ 
iar with the situation said 
Tuesday. 

The person spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because the announce¬ 
ment will not take place 
until Wednesday, when it 
will be made in conjunc¬ 
tion with a news confer¬ 
ence on the league’s broad¬ 
cast deal with Fox. 

Georgetown, St. John’s, 
Villanova, Seton Hall, 
Providence, Marquette 
and DePaul left to form a 
new league for next sea¬ 
son. 

Meanwhile, their old 
colleagues announced a 
broadcasting deal with 
ESPN on Tuesday. The 
unnamed conference’s 
contract for football, 


basketball and other sports 
runs through the 2019-20 
season and pays about $20 
million a year. 

Along with a new name, 
that league still needs a 
conference basketball 
tournament site, a reve¬ 
nue-sharing system and a 
12th football member. 

The Catholic 7 negoti¬ 
ated to keep their basket¬ 
ball tourney in Madison 
Square Garden. Xavier and 
Butler are leaving the At¬ 
lantic 10, while Creighton 
departs the Missouri Val¬ 
ley Conference. 

Butler spent just one sea¬ 
son in the A-10, rising rap¬ 
idly in the college basketball 
world after making the na¬ 
tional championship game 
in 2010 and 11 out of the Ho¬ 
rizon League. The Bulldogs 
are a No. 6 seed in this year’s 
NCAA tournament. 

Xavier has long been 
one of the top basketball 
programs outside of what 
were the power six con¬ 
ferences. Before missing 
the NCAA tournament 


this season, it was one of 
only eight schools in the 
country to make at least 
seven straight NCAA ap¬ 
pearances. 

Creighton is a No. 7 seed 
in this year’s tourney after 
winning its second straight 
MVC tournament title. The 
Blue jays are making their 
seventh NCAA appearance 
in 13 years. 

All three are private 
colleges with fewer than 
8,000 students, making 
them natural fits with the 
Catholic 7. Butler would 
be the only non-Catholic 
school in the new Big East. 

For those trying to keep 
score at home, the cur¬ 
rently unnamed league 
will include Louisville, 
Rutgers, South Florida, 
Connecticut, Cincinnati, 
Temple, Memphis, Central 
Florida, SMU and Houston 
in 2013. In 2014, Louisville 
will leave for the ACC and 
Rutgers will leave for the 
Big Ten. 

East Carolina and Tu- 
lane are to join in 2014, 


and Navy is scheduled for 
football in 2015. The con¬ 
ference is seeking a 12th 
football school so it can 
play a title game in ‘15. 

ESPN senior vice presi¬ 
dent Burke Magnus be¬ 
lieves the new alliances 
will strengthen the league’s 
members in recruiting and 
fan support, making its 
games more and more ap¬ 
pealing as time goes on. 

“We’re excited about the 
upside here,” said Magnus, 
who heads the network’s 
college sports program¬ 
ming. 

The conference’s com¬ 
missioner, Mike Aresco, 
says it plans to announce 
a new name this spring, 
perhaps as early as next 
month, to get marketing 
started quickly. Branding 
groups, school presidents 
and business partners are 
being consulted to narrow 
the list. 

Fans already are weigh¬ 
ing in through social media. 

“It’s like a national focus 
group,” Aresco said. 


The conference also 
needs to soon choose a 
conference basketball 
tournament site for next 
year. It will probably be 
in a city where a member 
school plays. 

Other tasks include de¬ 
termining how to distrib¬ 
ute the money from de¬ 
parting schools’ exit fees 
and other sources. 

ESPN has been affiliated 
with the Big East in its var¬ 
ious incarnations for more 
than three decades. The 
network will own rights to 
at least 66 football games 
and 170 men’s basketball 
games annually for vari¬ 
ous platforms, licensing 
some to other channels. 

Magnus said it had not 
been determined yet if the 
conference would have a 
weekly basketball fixture 
on ESPN like the long¬ 
standing “Big Monday” 
games. Some football will 
be played on Thursday 
and Friday, but there has 
been no talk of Tuesdays, 
Aresco said. 


With Texas schools 
joining, Aresco added, 
conference officials will be 
sensitive to conflicts with 
that state’s beloved Friday 
night high school football 
games. 

Aresco is confident the 
Catholic 7 schools will 
face their former fellow 
Big East members in bas¬ 
ketball in future noncon¬ 
ference games because 
the split was amicable. 
The league expects to 
announce an additional 
over-the-air TV deal for 
basketball next week; its 
current contract is with 
CBS. 

ESPN’s existing foot¬ 
ball agreement with the 
Big East ran through 2013, 
while the 2013-14 season 
will act as a bridge year for 
the conference’s basketball 
rights; the new contract 
kicks in for the 2014-15 
school year. 

There’s a slight chance 
the football title game 
could start in 2014. Aresco 
says it will likely be held 
on campus, as the Pac-12 
does, at least for the first 
few years.

LeBron James and the 
Miami Heat are about 
to play another game in 
Cleveland. 

Yawn. 

That’s what a 23-game 
winning streak will do for 
a team. 

It mutes even the LeB¬ 
ron-Goes-Home-Again 
hype. 

Someday the Heat 
will lose another basket¬ 
ball game. Maybe even 
Wednesday, when the 
reigning NBA champions 
drop by James’ old neigh¬ 
borhood to take on James’ 
old team, which happens 
to be decimated by injuries 
right now. 

Still, could happen. 
Almost did in Boston on 
Monday night, save for 
James’ game-winning 
jumper in the final seconds 
after Miami rallied from 
17- and 13-point deficits 
to squeak past the Celtics 
105-103. 

But given how they 
wrapped up their latest 
“W” and what lies ahead, 
it may no longer be far¬ 
fetched to think that the 
record of 33 straight victo¬ 
ries set by the 1971-72 Los 
Angeles Lakers is within 
Miami’s grasp. 

“It means a lot,” James 
said after the Boston game. 
“I know the history of the 
game. To be sitting in sec¬ 
ond place right now ... for 
us to be there and doing it 
in the way we want to do 
it, it means a lot.” 

It also means a lot that 
Miami won’t be visiting 
many playoff-bound teams 
any time soon. Five of their 
next six games are against 
teams with the worst re¬ 
cords this season. 

So, grab some popcorn 
and some pop and settle 
in to watch where this re¬ 
markable run ends up. 


Here’s a breakdown of 
the next steps in the po¬ 
tential Road to 34: 

■ At Cleveland (22-45) 

While it will surely 

be emotional — after all, 
James is coming home, 
again — Miami would have 
to simply lay an egg to lose 
on Wednesday. The Cavs 
are incredibly banged up 
and out of the playoff race. 
Kyrie Irving is out, Ander¬ 
son Varejao’s season is over 
and on Tuesday, Cleveland 
revealed that guard Dion 
Waiters may need surgery 
to repair a problem in his 
left knee. 

Yes, the Cavaliers near¬ 
ly knocked off the Heat 
in Miami on Feb. 24, but 
Waiters and Irving com¬ 
bined for 43 points in that 
upset bid. They’ll combine 
for zero on Wednesday.

■ Detroit (23-46), Fri¬ 
day. 

Miami has lost one game 
at home since mid-Decem¬ 
ber and returns to face a 


Pistons team that has cur¬ 
rently lost nine straight 
games. Brandon Knight is 
hurting, and probably still 
reeling from that De Andre 
Jordan dunk incident when 
he was plowed over in the 
lane against the Los Ange¬ 
les Clippers. 

If there’s a silver lining 
for the Pistons right now, 
what James did to Boston’s 
Jason Terry on a dunk 
Monday night may have 
ensured what happened to 
Knight becomes a distant 
memory.

■ Charlotte (15-52), Sun¬ 
day. 

The worst team in the 
NBA. Name five Bobcats. 
OK, name three Bobcats. 
Unless Michael Jordan 
himself plays...

■ At Orlando (18-49), 
March 25. 

Here’s the first real poten¬ 
tial for a slip-up. The Heat 
are 2-0 against the Magic 


this season, those two wins 
coming by a combined 
THREE points. And it’s on 
the road, in a back-to-back 
scenario. Miami has ex¬ 
celled on the second night 
of back-to-backs all year, but 
the Magic always get riled 
up for the Heat.

■ At Chicago (36-30), 
March 27. 

Imagine the possibili¬ 
ties. A Bulls team trying 
to stay in the fight for 
home-court advantage in

- St. Louis 
manager Mike Matheny 
wouldn’t commit to nam¬ 
ing a fifth starter even 
though the two pitchers 
in competition had decid¬ 
edly different outings in 
the Cardinals’ 5-4 victory 
over Miami. 

Starter Shelby Miller 
allowed only one hit and 
one walk in four scoreless 
innings while striking out 
three, retiring the last 11 
batters he faced. 

Joe Kelly wasn’t nearly 
as successful. The Mar¬ 
lins tagged him for eight 
hits and scored their only 
runs of the game in a four- 
run fourth. 

“I saw some positive 
things out of both of them,” 
Matheny said. “They just 
keep making this tough¬ 
er and that’s what they 
should be doing.”

For Miller, a former 
first-round draft choice, 
the outing was his best of 
the spring.

Colts add Hasselbeck as backup quarterback

INDIANAPOLIS - Matt Has¬ 
selbeck started his career 
as a backup to Brett Favre. 
He could end it being the 
backup to Andrew Luck. 

Less than 24 hours after 
being released by the Ten¬ 
nessee Titans, the 37-year- 
old quarterback signed with 
division rival Indianapolis. 
Terms of the deal were not 
immediately available. 

It looks like a smart 
move for the Colts, who 
lost last year’s backup, 
free agent Drew Stanton, 
to Arizona last week. 

Indy wanted a veteran 
backup to help mentor its 
two young quarterbacks 
— Luck and Chandler Har- 
nish, the first and last picks 
in the 2012 draft. 


While Luck set NFL 
rookie records for at¬ 
tempts and yards passing 
last season and finished 
among the league’s all- 
time rookie leaders in 
completions and touch¬ 
downs, he was sacked 
41 times and hit dozens 
of others, something the 
Colts tried to fix last week 
by signing right tackle 
Gosder Cherilus and guard 
Donald Thomas. Hassel¬ 
beck now becomes Plan B. 

“Obviously they’re very, 
very well established at the 
quarterback position. But 
the more and more I talk¬ 
ed about it with my wife, 
my family and my agent, 
obviously the reputation 
that the Colts organization 
has and the kind of player 
that Andrew Luck is, more 


and more it made sense,” 
Hasselbeck said in a con¬ 
ference call with Indy re¬ 
porters Tuesday. “I would 
also say that the Colts in¬ 
terest from that moment 
that I got the phone call 
to this morning when I 
signed the contract, their 
interest just felt the most 
consistent and it just felt 
right. There’s 100 reasons 
why it’s a good idea and I 
could probably go through 
them all. But I can just say 
that I think it’s an obvious 
fit for a lot of different rea¬ 
sons and I’m really looking 
forward to it.” 

This is not the first time 
Indy has turned to a for¬ 
mer Titans quarterback 
for help. 

In August 2011, after 
it became clear Peyton 


Manning would miss his 
first career start because 
of a nerve injury that 
caused weakness in his 
throwing arm, the Colts 
compelled former Titans 
starter Kerry Collins to 
come out of retirement. 
Collins started the first 
three games in 2011, then 
sustained a concussion 
against Pittsburgh and 
never took another snap. 
The Colts started that sea¬ 
son 0-13 and finished 2-14. 

Signing Collins was a 
desperation move. 

Signing Hasselbeck, the 
Colts hope, is more of an 
insurance policy. 

“His body of work, intan¬ 
gibles, and extensive league 
experience speak for them¬ 
selves,” general manager 
Ryan Grigson said.

Cyprus in limbo after rejecting bank seizures

NICOSIA, Cyprus - Lawmakers in 
Cyprus decisively rejected a plan 
on Tuesday to seize up to 10 per¬ 
cent of people’s bank deposits in 
order to secure an international 
bailout and prevent a collapse of 
the country’s banks. 

The vote leaves the tiny Medi¬ 
terranean economy in financial 
limbo, but hundreds of protest¬ 
ers outside Parliament cheered 
and sang the national anthem 
when they heard the bill failed. 

Still, Cyprus needs 15.8 billion 
euros ($20.4 billion) to bail out 


its heavily indebted banks and 
shore up government finances. 
If it doesn’t get the money, the 
banks could fail, Cyprus’ gov¬ 
ernment finances could be ru¬ 
ined for years and the country 
could face expulsion from the 
17-country euro currency union. 
Eurozone countries and the In¬ 
ternational Monetary Fund have 
pledged to provide 10 billion eu¬ 
ros ($12.9 billion) in rescue loans 
if Cyprus can come up with the 
remainder. 

With the country’s banks 
closed since Saturday to avoid 
a run, Cypriot leaders will now 
try to hatch a more politically 


palatable plan that might also 
satisfy officials in the eurozone 
and IMF. 

The plan that was reject¬ 
ed Tuesday — with 36 votes 
against, 19 abstentions and one 
absence — had been amended 
to shield the smallest depositors, 
those with under 20,000 euros 
($25,858) in the bank. But depos¬ 
its up to 100,000 euros ($129,290) 
are supposed to be insured by all 
euro countries. There has been 
widespread condemnation of the 
plan throughout Europe since it 
was announced over the week¬ 
end. 

Global financial markets were 


on edge Tuesday, but investors 
so far have taken the latest tur¬ 
moil in Europe in stride. The Cy¬ 
priot economy is tiny and there 
is hope that Europe’s political 
leaders can find a way to bolster 
the country’s finances and pre¬ 
vent it from leaving the euro. 

After the Cypriot vote came 
in, the Dow Jones industrial 
average ended the day 3 points 
higher at 14,455. Earlier in the 
day, European markets closed 
slightly lower while the euro 
edged down 0.4 percent against 
the dollar. 

“This is not the end of the 
process, but instead kicks off a 


further round of negotiation,” 
said Alex White of J.P.Morgan. 
“The Cypriot authorities wanted 
to conduct the vote so that they 
could reaffirm the extent of their 
difficulties to the Europeans.” 

Part of the reason for the mar¬ 
ket calm is that the European 
Central Bank has promised to 
do whatever it takes to protect 
the euro. It has a plan in place 
to buy the government debt of 
any countries that fall into finan¬ 
cial trouble, provided they ask 
for help. That has helped keep 
bond market borrowing rates 
manageable for Italy and Spain, 
for example.

Investors kept plowing money into 
gold on Tuesday, seeking a safe-haven in¬ 
vestment as tension over the bank bailout 


in Cyprus intensified. 

Gold for April delivery was up $6.70 to 
$1,611.30 per ounce, even as prices fell for 
other key metals, oil and many U.S. stocks. 

The financial crisis in Cyprus has 
thrown markets around the world into 
disarray since Monday. Europe’s bailout 
plan for the small country included tax¬ 
ing deposits in the country’s banks - es¬ 
sentially making anyone with money in a 
bank help pay for the bailout. The plan met 
harsh resistance, and Cyprus lawmakers 
rejected it on Tuesday. 

For many investors, tension like that 
is a prime opportunity for buying gold, 
which can be viewed as a low-risk invest¬ 
ment in times of geopolitical or economic 
turmoil. 

“The situation in Cyprus has caused 
uncertainty,” said Jim Wyckoff, senior 
analyst at Kitco.com. “We’re hearing all 
kinds of rumors and reports, and that’s 
caused further unease.” 

Industrial metals were down. May cop¬ 
per fell 2.25 cents to $3.4055 per pound. 
June palladium plunged $29.65, nearly 4 
percent, to $735.20 per ounce. April plati¬ 
num fell $23.80, or 1.5 percent, to $1,555.40 
per ounce. 

May silver was virtually flat, slipping 
3.1 cents to $28,843 per ounce. 

Benchmark oil for April delivery fell 
$1.58 to $92.16 a barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. Brent crude, used to 
price many kinds of oil imported by U.S. 
refineries, dropped $2.06 to $107.45 per 


barrel in London. 

In other energy trading, wholesale 
gasoline lost 8 cents to $3.05 a gallon. 
Heating oil fell 6 cents to $2.86 a gallon. 

Natural gas was the exception. It rose 9 
cents to $3.97 per 1,000 cubic feet, boost¬ 
ed by predictions that cold weather will 
continue through the rest of the month. 

Prices for key agricultural commodi¬ 
ties were split. Wyckoff said they have 
struggled for direction in the absence of 
any major macroeconomic news, though 
that could change when the government 
releases the “planting intentions” report 
at the end of the month. 

Prices for wheat and corn both rose 
more than 1 percent. Wheat was up 9.25 
cents to $7.22 per bushel. Corn rose 8.5 
cents to $7,285 per bushel. Soybeans 
slipped, edging down 2.75 cents to 
$14.0675 per bushel.

SEC nomination 
clears Senate panel 

A Senate panel has ap¬ 
proved Mary Jo White’s 
nomination to lead the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission and sent it 
along for a final vote. 

The Senate Banking 
Committee approved 
White’s nomination on 
a 21-1 vote. Sen. Sherrod 
Brown, D-Ohio, was the 
only member to object. 
White is expected to be 
confirmed by the full Sen¬ 
ate and become the first 
former prosecutor to lead 
the agency that oversees 
Wall Street. 

White, who previously 
served as U.S. attorney in 
Manhattan, told the panel 
last week that she would 
aggressively pursue en¬ 
forcement of Wall Street 
and hold individuals ac¬ 
countable for misconduct. 
She also pledged to avoid 
potential conflicts of in¬ 
terest from her work over 
the past decade at a private 
law firm representing big 
banks and corporations.

A bankruptcy judge 
has approved the sale of 
Twinkies to a pair of in¬ 
vestment firms, one of 
which has said it hopes 
to have the cakes back on 
shelves by summer. 

Hostess Brands Inc. is 
selling Twinkies, along 
with Ding Dongs, Ho Hos 


and other cakes, to Apollo 
Global Management and 
Metropoulos & Co. for 
$410 million. Evan Metro¬ 
poulos, a principal of the 
latter firm, said he wants 
to have Twinkies back on 
shelves by June and that 
the brands could benefit 
from product extensions, 
such as different flavors. 

Judge Robert Drain of 
the U.S. Bankruptcy Court 
of the Southern District of 
New York also approved 
the sale of Wonder bread 
to Flowers Foods, which 
makes Tastykakes and 
other breads. Flowers, 
would also get Nature’s 
Pride, Butternut, Home 
Pride and Merita as part 
of the $360 million deal. 

Apollo’s investments in¬ 
clude the fast-food chains 
Carl’s Jr. and Hardee’s.

Citigroup to settle 
disclosure lawsuit 

Citigroup has agreed to 
pay $730 million to settle 
a class-action lawsuit that 
claimed investors were 
misled by the bank’s dis¬ 
closures when they pur¬ 
chased its debt and pre¬ 
ferred stock. 

The investors’ purchas¬ 
es were made from May 
11, 2006 through Nov. 28, 
2008. 

Citigroup Inc. denied 
the allegations and said in 
a statement late Monday 
that it agreed to the settle¬ 
ment so it could get rid of 
further expenses and un¬ 
certainties that come with 
drawn out litigation.

EU moves toward 
banking union 

European Union offi¬ 
cials say they have cleared 
a major hurdle toward es¬ 
tablishing a full banking 
union in a bid to stabilize 
the bloc’s financial system. 

European Parliament 
lawmakers, the EU Com¬ 
mission and government 
representatives said Tues¬ 
day they reached an agree¬ 
ment on the laws establish¬ 
ing a centralized banking 
supervisor. 

EU leaders agreed last 
year to establish a joint 
banking supervision that 
will operate under the ae¬ 
gis of the European Cen¬ 
tral Bank. It will lay the 
groundwork to set up af¬ 
ter 2014 a common deposit 
insurance scheme and an 
authority with powers to 
dissolve or rescue finan¬ 
cial institutions. 


Federal reserve likely to back low-rate policies despite gains

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
economy is strengthen¬ 
ing on the fuel of more job 
growth, rising home prices 
and solid retail sales. Just 
don’t expect the Federal 
Reserve to let up in its 
drive to keep stimulating 
the economy with record- 
low interest rates. 

Not yet, anyway. 

That’s the view of econ¬ 
omists as Fed policymak¬ 
ers hold a two-day meeting 
that started Tuesday. The 
Fed will issue a policy 


statement and update its 
economic forecasts today, 
and Chairman Ben Ber- 
nanke will hold a news 
conference. 

All of which will like¬ 
ly reinforce Bernanke’s 
stated view that the job 
market, in particular, has 
a long way to go to full 
health and still needs ex¬ 
traordinary support. 

The unemployment 
rate, at 7.7 percent, re¬ 
mains well above the 5 
percent to 6 percent range 
associated with a healthy 
economy. The Fed has said 
it plans to keep short-term 


rates at record lows at least 
until unemployment falls 
to 6.5 percent, as long as 
the inflation outlook re¬ 
mains mild. And it fore¬ 
sees unemployment stay¬ 
ing above 6.5 percent until 
at least the end of 2015. 

On Wednesday, econo¬ 
mists think Bernanke will 
acknowledge the econo¬ 
my’s gains. But most fore¬ 
see no pullback in the Fed’s 
strategy of keeping short¬ 
term rates at record lows 
and of buying $85 billion 
a month in Treasurys and 
mortgage bonds to keep 
long-term loan rates down. 


“They will keep the 
pedal to the metal at this 
week’s meeting,” says Di¬ 
ane Swonk, chief econo¬ 
mist Mesirow Financial. 
“Even though the econo¬ 
my has improved, it has 
not improved enough to 
switch course.” 

The economy slowed 
to an annual growth rate 
of just 0.1 percent in the 
October-December quar¬ 
ter, a near-stall that was 
due mainly to temporary 
factors that have largely 
faded. Economists think 
growth has rebounded in 
the January-March quarter 


to an annual rate around 
2 percent or more. The 
most recent data support 
that view. 

Americans spent more 
at retailers in February 
despite higher Social Secu¬ 
rity taxes that shrank most 
paychecks. Manufacturing 
gained solidly in February. 
And employers have gone 
on a four-month hiring 
spree, adding an average 
of 205,000 jobs a month. 
In February, the unem¬ 
ployment rate reached its 
lowest point in more than 
four years. 

The brighter news has 


prompted speculation that 
the Fed might be preparing 
to dial back its easy-mon- 
ey policies. Such thinking 
has been fed by concerns 
voiced by a few Fed region¬ 
al bank presidents about 
the low-rate policies. 

These include fears 
that the Fed has pumped 
so much money into the 
economy that it could 
eventually ignite inflation, 
fuel speculative asset bub¬ 
bles or destabilize markets 
once the Fed has to start 
raising rates or unloading 
its record $3 trillion invest¬ 
ment portfolio.

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Study finds more youth use smartphones as way to Web

■ Monitoring home 
computer no longer 
guarantees online 
safety for kids

CHICAGO -Keep computers in a 
common area so you can monitor 
what your kids are doing. It’s a 
longstanding directive for online 
safety — but one that’s quickly 
becoming moot as more young 
people have mobile devices, of¬ 
ten with Internet access. 

A new report from the Pew In¬ 
ternet & American Life Project 
finds that 78 percent of young 
people, ages 12 to 17, now have 
cell phones. Nearly half of those 
are smartphones, a share that’s 
increasing steadily — and that’s 
having a big effect on how, and 
where, many young people are 
accessing the Web. 

The survey, released Wednes¬ 
day, finds that one in four young 
people say they are “cell-mostly” 
Internet users, a percentage that 
increases to about half when the 
phone is a smartphone. 

In comparison, just 15 percent 
of adults said they access the In¬ 
ternet mostly by cell phone. 

“It’s just part of life now,” says 
Donald Conkey, a high school 
sophomore in Wilmette, Ill., just 
north of Chicago, who is among 
the many teens who have smart¬ 
phones. “Everyone’s about the 
same now when it comes to their 
phones — they’re on them a lot.” 

He and other teens say that 
if you add up all the time they 
spend using apps and searching 
for info, texting and download¬ 
ing music and videos, they’re on 
their phones for at least a couple 
hours each day — and that time 
is only increasing, they say. 

“The occasional day where my 
phone isn’t charged or I leave it 
behind, it feels almost as though 
I’m naked in public,” says Michael 
Weller, a senior at New Trier 
High School, where Conkey also 
attends. “I really need to have that 
connection and that attachment 
to my phone all the time.” 

According to the survey, 
older teen girls, ages 14 to 17, 
were among the most likely to 
say their phones were the pri¬ 
mary way they access the Web. 
And while young people in 


low-income households were 
still somewhat less likely to 
use the Internet, those who had 
phones were just as likely — and 
in some cases, more likely — to 
use their cell phones as the main 
way they access the Web. 

It means that, as this young 
generation of “mobile surfers” 
grows and comes of age, the way 
corporations do business and 
marketers advertise will only 
continue to evolve, as will the way 
mobile devices are monitored. 

Already, many smartphones 
have restriction menus that allow 
parents to block certain phone 
functions, or mature content. 
Cell phone providers have ser¬ 
vices that allow parents to see a 
log of their children’s texts. And 
there are a growing number of 
smartphone applications that at 
least claim to give parents some 
level of control on a phone’s Web 
browser, though many tech ex¬ 
perts agree that these applica¬ 
tions can be hit-or-miss. 

Despite the ability to monitor 
some phone activity, some tech 
and communication experts ques¬ 
tion whether surveillance, alone, 
is the best response to the trend. 

Some parents take a hard line 
on limits. Others, not so much, 
says Mary Madden, a senior 
researcher at Pew who co-au- 
thored the report. 

“It seems like there are two 
extremes. The parents who are 
really locking down and moni¬ 
toring everything — or the 
ones who are throwing up their 
hands and saying, ‘I’m so over¬ 
whelmed,”’ Madden says. 

She says past research also has 
found that many parents hesitate 
to confiscate phones as punish¬ 
ment because they want their 
kids to stay in contact with them. 

“Adults are still trying to 
work out the appropriate rules 
for themselves, let alone their 
children,” Madden says. “It’s a 
difficult time to be a parent.” 

And a seemingly difficult time 
for them to say “no” to a phone, 
even for kids in elementary 
school, where the high-tech bling 
has become a status symbol. 

Sherry Budziak, a mom in Ver¬ 
non Hills, Ill., says her 6-year-old 
daughter has friends her age who 
are texting by using applications 
on the iPod Touch, a media play¬ 
er that has no phone but that has 
Internet access. 

She draws the line there. 
But she did get her 11-year-old 


daughter an older model iPhone 
last fall, so she can stay in touch 
with her. Budziak, who works in 
the tech field and understands 
the ins and outs of the phone, set 
it so that the sixth-grader can 
text, make and receive phone 
calls and play games that her 
parents download for her. 

“So we’re on the conservative 
side, by far,” she says. 

Budziak also tells her daugh¬ 
ter and her daughter’s friends 
that it’s Mom’s phone, not her 
daughter’s. It means that she and 
her husband monitor texts on the 
phone any time they like. 

Mark Tremayne, an assis¬ 
tant professor of communica¬ 
tion at the University of Texas 
at Arlington, says he and his 
wife put off getting their son a 
smartphone longer than most — 
until his 13th birthday, which is 
quickly approaching. They plan 
to monitor it, having already dis¬ 
covered a few “surprises” when 
checking the Web surfing his¬ 
tory on his iPod Touch. 

On one hand, Tremayne says 
it’s the sort of stuff he used to 
look up in books and magazines 
when he was 13. 

“It’s pretty clear that kids will 
do what kids will do,” he says. 
But he acknowledges that having 
a mobile device can make it that 
much easier to access. 

The key, he says, is to talk to 
his son about it, and that’s what 
many other tech and communi¬ 
cation experts also advise. 

“I don’t think the technology

itself is bad. The benefits vastly 
outweigh the risks. But parents 
do need to be aware,” says Daniel 
Castro, a senior analyst with the 
Information Technology and In¬ 
novation Foundation, a research 
and education think tank based 
in Washington, D.C. 

Too often, he and others say, 
adults don’t fully understand 
how the smartphones work — or 
how their kids might use them 
differently than they do. 

So guidance from parents, 
teachers and other adults can 
be lacking, says Danah Boyd, a 


senior researcher at Microsoft 
Research who specializes in 
teens and their tech-driven com¬ 
munication. 

“For the last decade, too much 
of the online safety conversation 
has focused on surveillance. Sur¬ 
veillance will not help in a world 
of handhelds, but conversation 
will,” says Boyd, who’s also a re¬ 
search assistant professor of me¬ 
dia, culture and communication 
at New York University. 

She points to research by Hen¬ 
ry Jenkins, the director of the 
Comparative Media Studies Pro¬ 
gram at the Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology. He has long 
encouraged parents, schools 
and after-school programs to 
focus on how to navigate the 
online world — from developing 
judgment about credible online 
sources to using high-tech skills 
to help build community and 
pool collective knowledge. 

At the Conkey household in 
suburban Chicago, brothers 
Donald and Harry know their 
parents track the music they buy 
and might look at their Web surf¬ 
ing history when borrowing their 
sons’ laptops. Mom Brooke Con¬ 
key acknowledges that she also 
may glance at the occasional text. 

“Oh yeah, she’ll look over 
our shoulders and she’ll want 
to know who we’re talking to — 
and that’s to be expected,” says 
Harry Conkey, a high school se¬ 
nior. “It’s a parent. It’s natural to 
want to know who your kids are 
talking to.” 

His parents don’t use filters of 
any kind because, while there’s 
been the occasional “mistake” 
when downloading or surfing 
on their phones or laptops, Mom 
and Dad think that’s just part of 
learning and growing up. That 
may change, however, with their 
6-year-old son Peter. 

“I think that things will get 
trickier as time goes on,” Brooke 
Conkey says. “And I think things 
will be easier to get to — the 
naughty things. So I think I prob¬ 
ably would be more proactive 
than I was with the older boys.” 

It’s a balance, she says, be¬ 
cause she and other parents also 
realize that smartphones and 
other mobile devices are only 
likely to become an even more 
integral part of life and learning. 
At least at the college level, some 
schools are seeing the benefit of 
mobile surfing, and encouraging 
it, too.

Suicide try leads to murder charge

SOMERSET - A southern 
Kentucky man is charged 
with murder after police 
say he intentionally drove 
his car into the path of an¬ 
other vehicle killing the 
other driver. 

Somerset police told 
The Commonwealth Jour¬ 
nal that 36-year-old Justin 
Litton was charged Mon¬ 
day in the crash that killed 
33-year-old Levi Stephens 
of Somerset. 

Police say a deputy had 
just begun a pursuit of 
Litton’s vehicle Saturday 


night when the crash 
occurred, and it was re¬ 
corded by a camera on his 
cruiser. 

Somerset Police Depart¬ 
ment Lt. Shannon Smith 
said the video shows Lit¬ 
ton intentionally caused 
the collision. 

“The collision was 
an intentional act,” said 
Smith. “The charge of 
murder is being filed not 
by virtue of whether or not 
intoxication was a suspi¬ 
cion. (Litton) intentionally 
drove his car into the path 
of (Stephens). This is not a 
case where he accidentally 


drove off the road.” 

Smith said Litton’s fam¬ 
ily had reported him to be 
suicidal in the hours be¬ 
fore the crash occurred. 
Smith said the deputy was 
trying to stop Litton’s vehi¬ 
cle after seeing it parked at 
a closed business without 
the headlights on. 

Pulaski County Coro¬ 
ner Chuck Godbey said it 
appeared Stevens died of 
blunt force trauma from 
the crash, but a more 
complete autopsy would 
be done by the State Med¬ 
ical Examiner’s Office in 
Frankfort.
